At the convention of the L’.iion 
of Alberta Municipalities hr 1 u:' 
Edmonton last week, a number if 
icsoiut ions were brought before 
the (Negates. 

One related to uniform hours of 
work and closing hours. Delegates 
favoiea legislation that wou'd 
give farmers adequate shopping 
h >urs, but would also conform to 
r-asouable hours for cleiks. 

The convention urged that the 
Mothers’ Allowance Act be amend¬ 
ed, with the, Alliorta government 
to pay allowances to mothers and 
families where the head of the 
home is in jail, and to accept re¬ 
sponsibility for care and support 
of divorced mothers with children. 

Municipalities also want power 
of control over erection of tem- 
eornry build ngs built for a fam¬ 
ily while the main house is be mg 
built. Another resolution asked the 
gov rn.-nent to devise regulations 
controlling erection of buildings 
near town and Ullages that migtit 
later become part of the town and 
villages. 

The controversy over Dominion- 
Provioc : al taxation rights and a 
resolution urged the establishment 
of a commission to deal with the 
matter as its effects municipal 
taxation, Delegates felt that the 
increase in Social Service Service 
and Educational requirements by 
the Provincial and Dominion gov- 


The heavy snowfall of last Fri¬ 
day put a complete stop to all har¬ 
vesting operations in the district 
just as most farmers were finish¬ 
ing up.

tax rate to the municipalities. 

The wartime eight per cent tax 
on gas and electrie light accounts 
was introduced by the Ponoka del¬ 
egate, who felt that the termina¬ 
tion of the war should bring the 
cancellation of this war-time tax 
by the provincial government. The 
meeting favored resolutions cal¬ 
ling unon the provincial govern¬ 
ment to assume a greater share of 
the educational costs and to make 
allowances to municipalities suffic¬ 
ient to cover the cost of municipal 
services.

Remembrance Day 
Public Holiday 

The government's announcement 
that Remembrance Day is again to 
become a statutory holiday has 
been greeted with' satisfaction by 
all ex-service men and wo men 
throughout the country. 

A legal holiday in Canada since 
1920. when it was known as Armis¬ 
tice Day. November 11 was official¬ 
ly designated Remembrance Day in 
1931. During the recent war it was 
temporarily suspended as a statu¬ 
tory holiday, along with Sundays. 
Easter Monday and Victoria Day. 
Now. largely, thanks to the efforts 
of the Canadian Legion, it is back 
on tihe list of ten legal holidays, 
apart from Sundays, which the Do¬ 
minion government has set aside 
for observance—New Year’s Day, 
Good Friday. Easter Monday, Vic- 
oria Dav. Dominion Day. Labour 
Day. Thanksgiving Da.Vj Remem¬ 
brance Day, Christmas Day and the 
day designated for observance of 
the King's birthday. 

The actual observance of any Do¬ 
minion-designated holiday is up to 
the provincial governments and 
none of the ten statutory holidays 
need be observed in any province 
unless specifically proclaimed by 
the lieutenant-governor, who may 
also proclaim any other day a holi¬ 
day which is so designated by pro¬ 
vincial statute. 

• It is expected that the proclama¬ 
tion will be made by the lieuten¬ 
ant-governor in all provinces and 
practically every centre of popula¬ 
tion is making plans for a Remem¬ 
brance Day service to honor those 
. who fell in the war The service in 
Vulcan is being sponsored by the 
Canadian Legion and will be held 
in the Vulcan theatre at 10:50 a m., 
November 11th.

Perhaps tomorrow the wheels of 
industry may be turning so fast that mother will 
still be needed on the night shift. But on the other 
hand it may suddenly be desirable to get women 
back into the homes. There may be a great drive for 
children, maternal influence, stable home atmosphere 
and such old fashioned influences. 

If the home of tomorrow is too complete, too per¬ 
fect it will be stripped of challenge, deadly uninter¬ 
esting. Leave it a few quirks, inconveniences and 
whims, and it will be a joy and lament to the home- 
keeper; stMl the sterling topic of conversation that 
has carried her along through all the generations. If 
the idea is to keep mother in the home, proud of her 
job, and feeling she is pulling her weight, then give 
her a house big enough that 9he can spend a whole 
day searching for something she hasn’t laid eyes on 
for the past-ten years. 

And perhaps in planning the home of tomorrow 
it might be a good plan to consult the children to 
whom “home” should mean something special. What 
is the home of'their dreams Will their first call be 
for more gadgets, or will it be for space and their 
own private retreats?

The sunrise of the atomic age 
has not obliterated sheer stark 
courage. George A. Pond, profes¬ 
sor of agricultural economics at 
the University of Minnesota, has 
the bedrock fortitude that enables 
a David to face a fearsome adver- 
saiy. He has calculated that a far¬ 
mer's wife, if a good one, is worth 
iiib.lHK). In the course of his work, 
Professor Pond asked farm ac¬ 
count keepers to tell him how 
much their wives co-operated in 
runn.ng their farms. It was reveal¬ 
ed that those^who said the “co-o^- 
eration of the wife was the key¬ 
note” made an average of $2,760 
a year more than the group that 
reported their wives “did not co¬ 
operate extensively.” Thus, if a 
farmer had an investment that 
would bring him $2,760 at 4 per 
cent., he’d need $69,000. Therefore, 
if there’s anything in logic, a farm 
wife is worth that sum. 

It seems to us that this is a 
conservative figure. Without go¬ 
ing into the question of how one 
would determine the value of city 
and suburban wives, $2,760 a year 
is a modest sum for a lady who 
runs a house, takes care of chil¬ 
dren looks after the chickens, heats 
the milk and bottle-feeds orphan 
iambs, helps in the garden, makes 
pie enough so a man can have a 
piece for breakfast, bakes beans 
every Saturday, and is willing to 
make home-made biscuits with the 
fact that she understands that a 
man wants fried potatoes for sup¬ 
per five nights a week, and the 
professor’s arithmetical conclusion 
is far too low. We would make it 
a flat $100,000 without quibbling. 


Sometimes newspaper offices 
cannot escape toe thought that a 
mischievous little devil .lurks in the 
machines, adding ^or distorting let- 
t/rs, pulling out words to make the 
story ridiculous.

Rescue Wheat 

Rescue is a new variety of hard 
red spring wheat resistant to wheal 
sit-in sawfly attack. It was devel¬ 
oped from the cross Apex x S-615, 
and produced by the Dominion 
Experimental Station, Swift Cur¬ 
rent. 

In each of the past five years 
Rescue has been compared with the 
standard varieties under severe in¬ 
festations of sawfly in five different 
nurseries. On the average, in these 
tests, only 7 per cent of the stems 
of Rescue were cut by sawfly, 
whereas 72 per cent of those ot 
Apex were cut. 

In tests conducted in the sawfly 
area of Western Canada (the brown 
and dark soils of Saskatchewan and 
Allierta) Rescue has given the 
following results. Undei severe 
sawfly infestations it has yielded 
more than any of the standard 
varieties. Furthermore, in the 
absence of sawfly damage, Rescue 
has yielded more than Apex and 
Marquis and only slightly less than 
Thatcher. Outside of the sawfly 
area Rescue has, however, per¬ 
formed poorly, yielding less than 
the standard varieties and being 
much weaker in the straw. 

In maturity Rescue is inter¬ 
mediate between Thatcher and 
Marquis - It is resistant to stem 
rust but susceptible to leaf rust and 
covered smut (bunt) and moder¬ 
ately susceptible to root rot. 

The most serious defect of Rescue 
is that it is not equal to Marquis in 
baking quality. For this reason it 
will not be graded higher than No. 3 
Northern. Nevertheless, within the 
sawfly area, Rescue may be expected 
to eliminate, almost entirely, the 
heavy annual losses in yield from 
sawfly. 

Increase fields of Rescue pro¬ 
duced excellent yields in 1946. As 
a result substantial quantities of 
seed are now available for distribu¬ 
tion. All applications for Rescue 
wheat should be made at once to 
the Dominion Experimental Station, 
Swift Current, Saskatchewan. 

Redman Wheat 

Redman, a new hard red spring 
wheat bred for the rust area of 
Western Canada (Manitoba and 
East cm Saskatchewan), was devel¬ 
oped from the cross Regent x Canus 
made at the Dominion Laboratory 
of < ,’ereal Rieeding, Winnipeg, which 
is part ol tht Cereal Division of the 
Dominion Department of Agricul¬ 
ture This Division is now increas¬ 
ing seed .of Redman for later 
iji-tribution. 

The main wheats at present 
giown in the rust area are Regent 
ami Thati’icr Regent is resistant 
to stern rust and bunt oi stinking 
s-iiut; and moderately resistant to 
leal rust loose smut, black chaff 
and root ret; but docs not possess 
enough drought resistance to give 
high yields under conditions of pro¬ 
longed heat ot drought. Thatcher 
is resistant to stem rust, loese smut, 
black chafi and root rot; susceptible 
to leaf rust and bunt; and possesses 
considerable drought resistance 

R«*dnuiii is resistant to stem rust, 
bunt and black rhaff; and is some¬ 
what more resistant than Regent to 
leaf rust loose smut, root rot and 
drought. 

The new variety, Redman, is 
much like Regent in general appear¬ 
ance and height, but is somewhat 
more rugged with stronger straw 
It m less subject to breaking ot 
s'raw and shattering of grain than 
Regent and is exjiectod to be a 
satisfactory variety for combining 
Redman matures about one day 
later than Regent and one day 
earlin than Thatchei 

In field te-ts conducted in Mani¬ 
toba and Eastern Saskatchewan 
in 1943, l(t44 and 1945. Redman 
OUt> iciled both Regent and That- 
ehei Farther west it has on»the 
avera ;t yielded more than Regent 
but less than That'her

Soapless Soap 
British Aim 


Manufacture of “soapless soap” 
on a big scale may be Britain’s 
answer to a shortage of normal 
Washing agents which recently 
brought a one-seventh cut in the 
country’s already-meagre soap ra¬ 
tion. 

An inter-departmental commit¬ 
tee has been appointed to plan ex-' 
panded production of soap substi¬ 
tutes, including provision of more 
raw materials, in the belief the 
world fat shortage may mean that 
soap is scarce for several years. 

Fatty alcohols which, like soap, 
enter minute cracks in the skin 
and pry .out dirt are used in some 
soap substitutes, but some of the 
raw materials from which they are 
made "re scarce. Other substitutes 
were developed on the continent 
during the war and might prove 
easier to make and cheaper. 

Lack of soap is one of the house 
wife’s serious post-war problems. 
The reduced monthly ration pro¬ 
vides each member of a family 
with nine ounces of toilet soap or 
soan flakes and four ounces of 
laundry soap.

Cost of Electric Power 
In Rural Areas of Alberta 


After nine and a half years in 
the oilfields, The Flare, edited T>y 
Barney Halpin, will publish its 
final edition this week. The plant 
will then be moved to Bassano 
where Mr. Halpin will re-establish 
his paper under the name “The 
Bassano Star.” 

Mr. HdTpin said the move was 
made necessary as the Black Dia¬ 
mond property upon which the 
plant was constructed, is owned 
by an estate, which is now being 
wound up, and orders to vacate 
have been received. He expects 
the first issue of the Bassano Star 
will appear on Nov. 15th. 

Mr. Halpin learned the printin'* 
trade at Lacomibe under his fath¬ 
er’s tutelage. The family was in 
the newspaper business there for 
31 years. Immediately prior to 
going to Black Diamond, Ms. Hal-

Since rural electrification is of 
great interest in this district an 
article in the Farm and Ranch Re¬ 
view is of interest. It is from 
statements of Bruce Martin of 
Olds to the Agricultural Institute 
of Canada in Calgary. 

The cost of power in the Calgary 
1’ower Company’s rural electrifica¬ 
tion projects is $5 minimum per 
month, covering the first 20 k. w. 
h., and two cents per k.w.h. for 
each k.w.h. over 20 per month. 
This company makes an initial 
charge of $100 from each farm to¬ 
ward the cost of constructing the 
lines. In Canadian Utilities areas, 
no contribution is required for the 
construction of lines; the minimum 
charge is $5 per month, covering 
the first 20 k.w.h., and three cents 
per k.w.h. is collected for each k. 
w.h., over 20 per month. Mr. Mar¬ 
tin estimated the cost of operating 
an individual farm plant over a 
period of years at 11 cents per k. 
w.h. Most owners of these plants 
transfer to the power lines as soon 
as they enter the district, as more 
use can be made of this power. The 
wiring for a 32-volt unit can be 
easily adapted to the 110-volt cur¬ 
rent of the power lines. 

He stated that great expense was 
involved in bringing current to 
farms as far apart as .they are in 
Alberta—even though the cheapest 
lightest construction materials 
have been used. The lowest cost to 
either company in connecting the 
farms in the Alberta test areas 
has been $Cbo or $700 per mile of 
line. Yet, there is an average of 
only about 1.3 customers per mile 
of rural line in these test areas. 
If the entire province were served, 
the average number of customers 
per mile probably would be even 
lower than that. This compared 
with 6.6 customers per mile of 
rural line in Ontario. There were 
many isolated farms in Alberta to 
which it never would be practical 
to bring power lines. Mr. Martin 
warned. These farms may make 
good use of individual plants. 

Farmers in the areas served are 
highly enthusiastic about th" 
power. A comment is, “the yard 
light alone is worth the cost of 
my whole electricity bill.” Power 
consumption is soaring as farmers 
become familiar with its use. At 
Olds, for example, average week¬ 
ly consumption ner farm was 14.92 
kdowatt hours in August, 1945. 
during the first year of the pro¬ 
ject. In August, 1946 average 


Yes, we’re already thinking of 
seed grain for next spring. It’s 
nof too early either. This year, as 
for the past seven years, the co¬ 
operative arrangement whereby 
registered and certified seed is 
made available to farmers through 
elevator men will be in operation. 
Price lists are, or soon will be, in 
the hands of every elevator agent 
af the member companies of the 
Alberta Crop Improvement Asso¬ 
ciation. Seed is also available from 
other grain elevator agents on 
similar terms. A farmer requiring 
seed of this quality to improve his 
crops or for seed production neeo 
only see his elevator man to place 
an order, and should do so at an 
early date if he wishes to be sure 
of getting the variety and grade he 
wants. The supply of the top 
grades is plways limited and all 
grades of some varieties are likely 
to go quickly. 

For those, who do not desire reg¬ 
istered or certified seed, indications 
are that there is no large section 
of the province in which, despite 
frost, drought or other hazard, 
there will not be seed on the farms 
for general seeding in 1947. There 
are some comparatively small ar¬ 
eas so affected, but seed supplies 
are available within easy trucking 
distance in most cases. The prob¬ 
lem of seed suppl es should not be 
difficult, hut when a farmer must 
buy seed he should endeavour to 
get only high quality seed of a 
recommended variety. This can be 
assured only by arranging for it 
early in the season while it is pos¬ 
sible to pick and choose.

And the following is the second 
verse;

Scatter our enemies

Confound their politics, 
Frustrate their knavish' tricks 
On Thee our hopes we fix 
God save us all.” 

It would be a fine thing if this 
substitution were to become a 
permanent arrangement. We nev¬ 
er have liked that second verse. In 
time oT war, the first three lines 
would be in keeping with the pop¬ 
ular sentiment. But the lines 
"confound their politics, frustrate 
their knavish tricks” sounds more 
1 ke a line out of Gilbert and Sul- 
lican than the National Anthem. 

•The international sentiment ot 
the third verse, and the prayer 
that “men should brothers be,” is 
in keeping with the hopes of 
Christ'an nations who earnestly

The World has developed a 
thrst for oil. It was thought that 
after the war the demand for oil 
would fall off, but far from being 
the ease *he consumption is actua¬ 
lly growing and will continue to 
grow. U.S. 's using more oil than 
ever with many oil-using devices 
being perfe ted. Rural homes are 
beg lining to use oil for heating 
and cooking and for running the 
refrigerator or a standard-volt 
home electric plant. In Canada the 
same trend is seen. In Russia, nev- 
ir half mechanized, the war has 
brought a new demand for oil. 

Indeed, one of the reasons Iran 
and Iraq are world “hot spots” is 
the demand for oil in what were 
formerlj backward sections of the 
world. People in the Near Fast ami 
Far Fast who knew little about 
median!/at‘on befoie the war are 
now. demanding modern transport 
and motors. 

A lot of people laugh at the Har¬ 
old Iekes* forecast that the world 
will be short of oil in 15 years, anil 
point to deep drilling as the cure. 
But the fact is that a mechanized 
world would use far more oil than 
is now being produced or than is, 
now in s'glit ns reserves. 

What this mav mean to Alherta 
the future will tell. But it is our 
• ness that before many years Al¬ 
berta coal will come into its own 
as a source of power and energy, 
and that ways will be found to use 
coM effectively’ in place of oil by 
processing methods which are now 
being developed by . research pn¬ 
g'neers.

A number of proposals were 
made to the Dominion Government 
by the Canadian Federation of Ag¬ 
riculture, respecting farm income 
and income tax. Several of the 
proposals announced in the Com¬ 
mons last June, embody the recom¬ 
mendations made by C.F.A. 

One oi the most important is the 
provision that allow farmers and 
fishermen to average their income 
tax over a period of three years. 
This will be a “moving” average 
that is, the three year period will 
be moved along with each succeed¬ 
ing year. The benefits of this pro¬ 
vision will not become appar¬ 
ent until 1948, when the farmers 
will make their first three year av¬ 
erage calculation. It means that a 
farmer should make o*t his incoma 
tax returns regardless of his ner 
profit or loss. Crop failure may 
mean no profit in two of the three 
years. The returns of the "third 
year which may be a bumper, can 
be average with the two preceding 
years before the income is taxable. 

The second provision of import¬ 
ance is that in which a working 
wife is allowed an income exemp¬ 
tion of $250.00 on income earned 
by herself, in addition to the mar¬ 
ried exemption of $1,500 on tne 
husband’s income. 

Another provision is that when 
there has been a delay of several 
years in checking and completing 
income tax returns, interest on 
amounts found due and payable 
after checking will not be collected 
for a longer period than twenty 
nu-iith&. This is even better than 
the Federation’s request for a two 
year limit. 

A fourth provision provides for 
the establishment of a Board of 
appeal where claims against as¬ 
sessment of income tax in the year 
of 1946 and in subsequent years 
mav be heard. 

The removal of excess profits 
tax from a farmer who is sole pro- 
piietor of his farm and the in- 
ciease of exemptions from $1,200 
to $1,500 for married couples and 
$660 to $750 for single persons 
w 11 be of benefit. 

Thez-e is no doubt that the Can¬ 
adian Federation of Agriculture 
was-instrumental in gaining these 
concessions. With regard t> th. 
three year moving aveiago it is 
now up to the individual to make 
his returns regularly so that fuil 
information is available for a'ct- 
aging his income.
